The pinch of hunger, the numbing 
of cold, and all the other sufferings 
which beset tit* poor in winter 
are 
rampant among the 160,000 garment 
workers on strike in New York 
An 
urgent appeal has gone out to the 
general public for food, clothing and 
money 
Did the instigators of 
this 
great 
strike think of such conditions when 
they urged tin* women and girls, a 
large per cent of w hom are under 14 
years of age, to protest in this man 
ner against working conditions? And 
do these same strike leaders have re­ 
spect lor moral and civil laws when 
they stir the strikers to such a state 
of mind that they use umbrellas and 
hatpins in an endeavor to baffle the 
purpose of officers of the law iu pre­ 
serving order? 
These questions deal 
with one aspect of a great strike that 
is seldom taken into 
consideration 
and yet they refer to two wrongs fully 
as great as those which they seek by 
striking to remedy. 
Undoubtedly the women and girls 
were justified in protesting 
against 
present working 
conditions 
These 
conditions which forced the walkout 
are the same as can be found in all 
tin congested renters of population 
in this country and It is to be hoped 
tha* 
these 
oft-recurring 
protests 
against industrial slavery will finally 
arouse public opinion to a point where 
the remedy will be forthcoming But 
strikes, 
ami 
outbreaks 
incidental 
threto. must cease if the real remedy 
is to be gained 
Vrbitratlon should 
be sought in all cases, as it is in some 
and when that fails, the duty of strike 
leaders should be to turn their efforts 
to the enactment of laws that would 
eradicate the evils from our industrial 
system. 
That is a nobler duty than 
one which causes the working men 
and women to face the ravages of 
starvation and defy the laws of state
